Board That Tuberculin Can Not Cause 


Tuberculosis. 


Some weeks ago The COMPILER had 


something to eay on tuberculosis among 
cattle and suggested to our dairymen to 
bave their herds teated with tuberculin 
with tbe idea that It would not only be 
of great benefit to the dairymen but also 
to tbe public. Tbe following week tbe 
point of view of the dairymen was given, 
the expense of test In a herd constantly 
changing, the declaration oC Dr. Koch 
tbat the disease ia not intorcommunlcable 
from the animal to man and the fear 
lest tbe tuberculin test would develop 
tuberculosis in tbe cattle. Several dairy- 
men asked that the subject be fntber 
gone into. In tbe first place we feel in- 
clined to say that tbe more we bave read 
and beard on tbe subject the less we 
seem to know about it. 


All tests are made by authority of the 


State Livestock Sanitary Board, and 
as to a Board politically created in Penn- 
sylvania there was bound to be some 
natural suspicions, and the first point 
toward wbicb inquiry was directed was 
where did the tuberculin come from used 
in tbe tests and was it free from impuc- 
itiea. 


Leonard Pearson, State Veterinarian 


writes that "all of the tuberculin 
used by or under the auspices of the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Board is made 
in the laboratory of tbe Board at tbe 
University of Pennsylvania. The tuber- 
culin ia not only made with tbe greatest 
care but is subject to every test that may 
JB of service. In determining lie purity 
and efficiency, several hundred thousand 
doses of tuberculin bave beea made and 
used under tbe auspices of tbe State 
Livestock Sanitary Board, without a 
single bad effect. Tuberculosis is caused 
jy tbe tubercle bacillus and as tubercu- 
m contains no tubercle bacilli, eltter 
iving or dead it is quite Impossible for 
t to convey infection." 


Now Leonard Pearson, State Veter- 


inarian, is also Dean of the Veterinarian 
Department of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, from which comes the tuber- 
culin. Tbat department, as well as all 
other departments ot 
tbe University, 


rom any one of wbicb tbe tubercn- 
m might 
bave come contain 
the

Equipments are first class, tbe finest 
icience can turn out. As one who was 
ntervlewed said anything the University 
does, is done right, or as right as it is 
known bow to do it and there could be 
no question tbat tbe university baa tbe 
'acuities and would turn out as pure 
uberculin as could be produced any- 
where In the world. 


In tbe literature on the subject cent 


us is the following on tbe freedom of 
uberculin from germs. 'The prejudice 
against tbe use of tuberculin on tbe 
ground that it maycause 
tubercu- 


osls in bealtby animals is wholly 
witbont reaaon and 
must 
be 
the 


esult of ignorance on tbe part of those 
oldlng to such an idea. It bas been 
bown tbat momentary beating to 203 
egreea F is fatal to tbe tubercle bacillus, 
n tbe process of making tuberculin tbe 
act Hi are subjected to tbe boiling tem- 
erature 212 degrees F. for at least one 
our, and afterwards subjected to tbe 
emperatnre of a water bath during tbe 
period of at least six hours during tbe 
recess of evaporation. Before being in- 
ected the tuberculin is diluted with a 
ne per cent solution of carbolic acid, 
ith which it remains in contract never 
ess than three days before use and most 
f ten from one to two weeks." One per 
ent solution of carbolic acid i« fatal to 
ie tubercle bacillus in one minute, 
nd there can be no possible chance 
f the baslllus escaping death In tbe so- 
ntion aa uaed for injection. But another 
safeguard exists In the filtration through 
he porcelain filter, which bas been 
roven time and again to arrest all germs 
o that tuberculin contains absolutely 
0 living or dead bacteria, but only the 
roducts of tbe growth of the organism, 
t would be as rational to plant tbe cof- 
ee as we drink it and expect to raise the 
nffee plants with their berries as to look 
or tbe production of tuberculosis in 
nimals by the Injection of a few drops 
f tuberculin." 
Another pamphlet containing an ad- 
ress by Dr. Mazyck P. Bavenel de- 
vered in April, 1902, before tbe Patho- 
gical Society of Philadelphia, on tbe 
Intercommunicability of Human and 
ovine Tuberculosis," states tn conclu- 
on that "tbe evidence on band forces 
s to conclude tbat human and bovine 
nberculosis are but slightly different 
anlfestations of one and tbe same dig- 


ease, and that they are intercimmunt- 
able. Bovine tuberculosis is therefore 
menace to human health." 
Tbe weight ot the medical md selen- 
flo opinion would seem to be decidedly 
;ainst Dr. Koch when he contends for 
different proposition. One whom we 
nlerviewed said that tbe tuberole bacilli 
xiats more largely in milk than in any 
tber medium, and tbat it baa been 
bought tbat this fact may largely ac- 
ount for tbe prevalency of tuberculo- 
s in the human during tbe past, and 
hat if it was eradicated from the bovine 


ma; greatly lessen tbe disease in tbe 
uman. 
Witb tuberculin from the University 
1 Pennsylvania aa pure as made any 


where In the world, with tbe preponder- 
ance of scientific opinion tbat tuberculo- 
sis can be communicated from tbe bo- 
vine to the human, with the right there- 
fore to protect human health from it, 
aud with tbe above opinion that It 1* 
quite impossible for tuberculin to con- 
vey infection or cause tuberculosis, 
wby should not the dairymen have their 
herds tested in order to give human 
health tbe protection it baa a right to 
have? 


The conclusion sounds 
irresistibly 


logical yet we confess we went up in tbe 
air at one point, perhaps aa the result of 
ignorance. Mr. Pearson says that "tu- 
berculosis is caused by the tubercle 
bacillus and tuberculin contains no tu- 
bercle bacilli living or dead." In above 
quotation from pamphlet It is said tuber- 
culin contains "no living or dead bac- 
teria, bat only tbe products of the growth 
of tbe organism." Tbe same pamphlet, 
further nays tuberculin "is prepared by 
growing tubercle bacillus in a broth 
made from theOesh of veal." .All ot 
which means as far as we are able to in- 
terpret It, tuberculin Is made from tbe 
genuine tubercle bacillus which In suffl 
clent quantities is tuberculosis, but 
these bacilli are boiled, filtered and 
treated with carbolic acid until they are 
dead and there is only left tbe product 
of tbe growth of tbe organism, which 
product when injected into an animal 
will so add to what is already in the 
beast as to demonstrate the presence of 
tuberculosis. If, however, tbe animal 
is free from the disease, what becomes 
of the product of the growth tf tbe orga- 
nism F It is said it is impossible for this 
product to do barm, that no harm bas 
come from it, yet we were unable to 
find any bacteriological demonstration 
that it did not and could do no barm.

Tbe plant when complete will have a 
daily capacity of fiO.OOO brick in all. The 
brick, except the pressed brick, which 
need no drying, will be dried in a steam 
dryer in one night by exhaust steam, the 
dryer having a capacity of 16,000 brick, a 
second dryer will be introduced as soon as 
tbere is need for it.

RIMENTAL TO HEALTH. 


fcKcrioN 7. tso person, or company, shall erect 
or maintain within thu limits of this Borough, 
any manufactory or place of business dangerous 
Lo Hie or detrimental to health, or where un- 
wholchome or deleterious odors, gas, smoke, de- 
posit, or exhalations, are generated ; such as tan- 
neries, rellnencfl, manufactories of starch, glue, 
leather, chemicals, fertilizers, gas. bone boiling 
establishments, depositories of dead animals, etc , 
without the permiK&lou of the Board of Health , 
and no such permission shall be granted until 
after careful inspection of the locality, buildings, 
apparatus a'ld of the plans for conducting tne 
business, by an authorised Inspector of the Board 
of Health, all such establishments »haU be kept 
clean and wholesome, so as uot to be ofteiishe or 
prejudicial to the public health , nor shall any 
ollcn-sive or deleterious waste substances, refuse, 
or injurious matter, be allowed to accumulate on 
Lhe premises, or be thrown, or allowed to run, 
into any public waters, stream, water course, 
street, road, or public place. 
Any person or 
company conducting such manufacture or busi- 
ness, shall use approved and reasonable means to 
prevent the escape of smoke, gases, arid odors, 
and to protect the health and safety ol all opera- 
tives employed therein. No such, establishment 
filial 1 be erected, or maintained, In or near a 
thickly inhabited neighborhood. 


LIVERY AND OTHER STABLES. 


SECTION S. The keeper, or keepers, of any liv- 


ery, or other stable, shall keep his or tbtir stable 
and stable yard clean, and snail not allow ma- 
nure to accumulate to an undue extent, or to be- 
come obnoxious or oilenslve, and any such stable, 
htablc yard, or manure yard, shall be emptied 
and cleaned ulthln three days after notice by an 
authorised oflieerof the Board ot Health. 


PIG PENS. 


SECTION 0. No pig pen shall be built, or main- 
talned, \uibln the limits oi tJii-s Borough, within 
one hundred feet of any well or spring of water 
used lor drinking purposes, or within thirty feet 
ol anysticet, orol any inhabited house, and all 
tilth accumulating in, about and under tbe same 
shall be removed at least once a week, and often- 
er if so ordered, and on the failure of any owner, 
or occupier, of such premise1* W) to do, the same 
shall be done by the Board of Health, and the 
owners, -or occupiers, of the premises aboil pay 
the expanse incurred by such rcmo'Val. 


PRIVY VAULTS, CESS POOLS. 


SECTION 10. No privy vault, cess pool, or reser- 
voir, into which a privy, water closet, cesa pool, 
stable or sink is drained, unle-ss It be water tight, 
shall be constructed, dug, or permitted to remain 
within fifty feet of any well, spring1, or other 
source ot water, used lor drinking or culinary 
purpose, In any ]>ortfon of the Borough where 
the common water supply is not available, Earth 
privies and earth closets, with no pit, vault or 
depression, below the hurface of the ground, 
shall be exccpted £rom Lhi.s regulation, but suffic- 
ient dry earth, lime, or coal abh.cs, must be used 
daily to absorb tlie fluid part ol the deposit. All 
privy vaults, privies, or earth closets, shall be 
cleaned out at least twice a year, once in the 
bpring, not later than the 16th ol May, and in the 
Autumn, not earlier than the 15tli ol October or 
whenever ordered by the Board of Health. 


SEWERS. 


SECTION 11, The sewage from each building, 
on every street provided with a common sewer, 
shall be conducted Into yiid fcewer. All sewer 
drains within tbe limits of tho Borough shall be 
water-tight. 


JNo sewer drain bhall be Juki, or maintained, 
withiu the jurisdiction of this Borough, which 
empties into any lake, pond, or bource ol water 
used for drinking purpose?, or into any standing 
water, or any water course which becomes stag- 
nant during the Summer months, at any poiut 
along said water course iu, or above, the built-up 
portion of the Borough. 
No sewer drain shall be laid in, or under, any 
street or alley m this Borough, by any person or 
persons, unless a complete plan thereof Is sub- 
mitted to the Board of Health, and tbe Burgess 
shall not grant a permit for the digging up of 
any street or alley for auch purpose until the ap- 
proval of such plan, by the Board of Health, is 
submitted to him.
